The Town Clerk as a Municipal Agent for the Department of Motor Vehicles 
can complete transfers of plates from one vehicle to another, issue 
platcs to newly registered vehicles, issue twenty-day temporary plates, 
and, as always, complete renewals to previously registered vehicles up 
to 8,000 pounds. 


The Town Clerk's office has implemented a reminder system on vehicle 
renewals using the Town computer. Registrants who have not renewed 

by the time there are only two regular office business days left in 

the month of renewal will receive a letter containing pertinent 
information concerning their renewal. So far the response to this 
service has been positive, and I hope registrants will continue to find 
it useful.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 
Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris 
burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest 
Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law 
(RSA 224:54) goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a 
person is guilty of a misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or 
selling a forest product, uses a false weight or measure for falsely 
determining any quality or quantity of a forest product. For more 
information, contact one of the persons mentioned above.

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EFFINGHAM RECYCLING CENTER REPORT 


TO THE PROPLE OF EFFINGHAM: 


Town landfills have become a major issue with the state of New 
Hampshire. In order to stay in operation certain rules and 
regulations have to be met or our landfills will be forced to close 
down. In Effingham we have gone to a recycling area and landfill. 
All materials must be separated in their proper place. All cans 
must be separated and put in separate bins, both tin and aluminun. 


All bottles must be separated by color and put in separate bins. 


All metals must also be separated and put in piles, all furniture 
separate piles, all appliances in separate piles. Building materials 
can be put in the landfill with papers and aarbage. 


Since October we have constructed burms areas to burn brush and wood. 

We have also made areas for stumps and dirt. We are utilizing materials 
from town projects to save on the cost of buying and trucking dirt 

to level the landfill area. We have found an area in the landfill that may 
be used to make crushed gravel for use on town roads. 


In conclusion, people of Effingham, keep up your good work on your 
recycling area and we may have our landfill a while longer.

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EFFINGHAM PLANNING BOARD 


The Effingham Planning Board experienced a major expansion in subdivision 
activity during the past year, with 59 new subdivided lots approved by the 
Board. 


This surge of subdivision activity sharply curtailed the time that the 

Board had to work on the revision of the towns Master Plan, resulting in 
spasmodic progress in the updating. The updating will be continued in 

the 1989 calendar year, as our major goal, as the growth in proposed and 
approved subdivisions shows the need for the Town of Effingham to have a current 
plan of growth for the town. 


A good master plan is not one that forces the growth of a town in a set, 
specified way, but rather one that allows the growth of the town to be 
directed in a way that can be anticipated, much like a homeowner would 
plan to add, or remodel certain rooms in their house, in such a manner 
that the changes would be within the homeowners ability to control and 
afford. A master plan allows a town to grow in a cammon sense fashion. 


A necessary ingredient for the Master Plan to be viable is to have input 
from the people in the town on what they want it to be. The Board in 
Effingham needs input from the people in the town in order to do their 
job properly. The Planning Board meets the first Tuesday of each month 
at 7:30 PM at the Effingham Town Hall, and all are welcome to attend the 
meetings.

During the calendar year of 1988, the Effingham Historic District 
Commission held 12 regular business meetings which took place the 
second Wednesday of each month at 7:30 P.M. at Town Hall. In 
addition, 6 special work sessions were held relating to the 
standards and criteria governing the Commission's proceedings. 


The terms of two members, Andrew Hubbard and John Mensch, ended 

in April and both were reappointed for another term. An alternate 
member, Rev. Rollin Johnson, resigned effective November 8th because 
his ministry will keep him away most of the year. 


The current officers of the Commission, elected in May, are as 
follows: Chairman - Natalie Lourie, Vice Chairman - Andrew Hubbard, 
Secretary - John Mensch, Trustee of Funds - Arleen Gertsen. The 
appointed members also include Paul Potter, Gaynelle Bennett, Jo-Ann 
Golden and Jory Augenti. 


The Commission acted on 12 applications during the year. Two of these 
applications involved construction and, therefore, Public Hearings 
were held. An additional application involving construction of a house 
was withdrawn and will be resubmitted in the spring. Ail applications 
were approved. 


During the past year, members of the Conmission attended meetings 
sponsored by the N.H. Division of Historical Resources, N.H. 
Association of Historic Districts and Inherit New Hampshire. We 
have membership in these groups which are involved with the state's 
historic preservation program to protect the irreplaceable. 


Five monetary donations were received from concerned citizens. The 
Commission was able to reimburse the town for all costs incurred 
during the year.
